Cost of living rises 


inWasatch

' The cost of living in the Wasatch 
Front area rose 1.5 percent in Au- 
gust, the second consecutive month of 
higher overall costs, according to 
First Security Bank’s monthly 
Wasatch Front Cost of Living Report 
issued Tuesday in Salt Lake. 

According to the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, the Wasatch Front area 
cost of living increased more than the 
national average of 0.9 percent during 
the same month. 

First Security chief economist, Dr. 
Kelly Matthews, said decreases for 
utilities, health care and dining-out 


f costs were offset by increases for 


transportation, housing, clothing and 
food expenses. 

According to Matthews, trans- 
portation costs along the Wasatch 
Front increased 6 percent in the 
month of August, the fourth consecu- 
tive month of a transportation cost 
increase. 

This is compared with the national 
average of a 1.9 percent increase dur- 
ing the same month. 

Matthews said the difference

comes from the different lifestyles of 
those living in the Wasatch area, as 
compared with those who may live in 
New York. 

With oil prices up to $34 a gallon, 
and the problems in the Middle East, 
Matthews said we must anticipate 
higher gasoline prices in the future. 

“The price of oil could easily rise 
into the $40 mark,” Matthews said. 

Housing expenses in the Wasatch 
area have increased 0.7 percent in the 
past month, according to Matthews 
and the Bureau of Labor Statistics. 

This is 0.1 percent lower than the 
national average of 0.8 percent in- 
crease during the same month. 

Matthews said one reason for the 
increase in housing expenses is that 
there has not been any drastic rental 
increases for the past two years, and 
now may be the catch-up period. 

“Essentially, more people are mov- 
ing into the Wasatch area, which 
could also lead to the increase in hous- 
ing expenses,” Matthews explained. 

Clothing rose 8.7 percent during 
the month of August. 

Matthews said the food and cloth- 
ing increase is only a temporary blitz 
caused by seasonal factors.

The Egypt trip has not been 
changed, and any changes in the pro- 
gram are not due to the current situa- 
tion in the Gulf, Taylor said.

Keating jailed for S&L fraud charges 


LOS ANGELES — Charles H. Keating, the man blamed by the government 
for the nation’s biggest savings and loan collapse, was jailed in lieu of $5 million 
bail Tuesday after he was indicted on criminal fraud charges. 

It was the first criminal case filed against Keating. 

The former chairman of American Continental Corp. and three other execu- 
tives were charged in a 42-count state indictment with selling securities by 
false statements or omissions, selling securities without qualifications and 
lying to the California Department of Corporations. 

The department approved the sale of the high-risk, high-yield junk bonds, 
technically known as unsecured debentures, at branches Seah failed Lincoln 
Savings and Loan of Irvine, which Keating controlled through American 
Continental. 

More than $200 million worth of junk bonds were,sold to 22,000 investors, 
many of them elderly. 

“T don’t know how many bondholders are out there ... but they’re dancing in 
the street tonight. We’d like to get our money back,” bondholder Shirley 
Lampel said Monday after hearing about the indictment. 


Americans distrust politics, survey says 


WASHINGTON — Americans are growing increasingly disenchanted with 
the two major political parties, associating Republicans with wealth and 
greed, and Democrats with incompetence, according to a survey released 
Tuesday. 

“Since 1987 there has been a significant upswing in feelings of mistrust of 
political leaders, disillusionment with politics and feelings of powerlessness,” 
said the Times Mirror survey titled “The People, the Press & Politics 1990.” 

The study said the growing cynicism and economic polarization among all 
but the wealthiest Americans “threatens to subvert traditional partisan poli- 
tics or block the effective resolution of social and economic issues.” 

Another finding, was..that. while, “anti-communism is fading as a factor in 
American polities, -anti-Japanese sentiment has-soared as ‘ebiitiiic expecta 
tions plummet.” Equally dramatic was the decline in support for Isvael. «"%. “ 

“Dislike for the Japanese has become more mainstream,” concluded the 
survey. 


Winnie Mandela to face assault charge 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa — The government said Tuesday it will 
charge Winnie Mandela with kidnapping and assault, a move that could 
endanger its peace talks with her husband’s African National Congress. 

Mrs. Mandela, wife of ANC leader Nelson Mandela, will be charged in the 
alleged abduction and beatings of four young men at her home in December 
1988. One of them, 14-year-old Stompei Seipei, was found dead. 

Mrs. Mandela’s bodyguard, Jerry Richardson, was convicted of murdering 
Seipei and sentenced to death last month. At his trial, the surviving victims 
testified that Mrs. Mandela, 56, beat them with a whip. She has denied 
wrongdoing. 

The announcement came as Mandela, the country’s best-known black 
leader, met with other ANC officials to discuss the police crackdown on black 
factional fighting in townships around Johannesburg. 

Mandela on Monday threatened to suspend the peace talks if the govern- 
ment fails to halt the carnage that has killed nearly 800 blacks since Aug. 12.

Syria, the main power broker in Lebanon and Iran’s 
main Arab ally, has played a role in earlier hostage re- 
leases. Assad’s visit to Tehran follows talks in Damascus 
last week with Secretary of State James Baker III during 
which they discussed the hostage issue. 

Assad has sided with the United States in the Persian 
Gulf crisis against his longtime Arab rival, Iraq. It is the 
first time Syria has been aligned with Washington in any 
Middle East conflict. And Assad, cast adrift from his 
longtime Soviet mentor because of detente, is eager to 
establish new links with the West. 

Hopes that some hostages will be freed have bright- 
ened since the Persian Gulf crisis set off by Iraq’s Aug. 2 
invasion of Kuwait. 

The confrontation between Iraq, Iran’s foe in their 
1980-88 war, and the United States has provided Rafsan- 
jani with unexpected benefits such as higher oil sales 
profits that have helped him consolidate power in the 
faction-ridden Iranian hierarchy.

First, there are 11 different advise- 
ment centers on campus to assist all 
majors and non-majors. These 11 cen- 
ters are run by 11 different colleges.

‘Tree of Life’ replica 
shown at museum

A copy of a stone-carved monument 
discovered in southern Mexico depict- 
ing what some believe may be arepre- 
sentation of Lehi’s dream in the Book 
of Mormon, Another Testament of Je- 
sus Christ, is on display in the Mu- 
seum of Peoples and Cultures. 

Denise Willhite, assistant director 
of the museum, said the copy of the 
stone, called Stela 5, is the most popu- 
lar display in the exhibit gallery. 

According to a June 1985 Ensign 
article by V. Garth Norman, former 
director of Archaeological Research 
Consultants, and an expert on Stela 5, 
the studies done by M. Wells Jake- 
man, Ph.D., former professor of the 
BYU Department of Archaeology 
“indicated that certain features of the 
monument seem to correspond to fea- 
tures of Lehi’s vision of the Tree of 
Life.” 

Some of the similarities Jakeman 
found include “a fruit-bearing tree in 
the center with a stream running by,” 
six people, possibly representing 
Lehi’s family, and a groove suggest- 
ing the iron rod, the article said. 


BYU religion professor Alan K. 
Parrish, Ph.D., said Stela 5 could be 
based on the story found in 1 Nephi. 

If any civilization considered the 
Book of Mormon to be its sacred text 
and wanted to carve in stone the 
essence of its beliefs, the one visual 
representation used would have been 
the Tree of Life, he said. 

Dr. Joel Jalentski, director of the 
museum, said it is not something any- 
one can decide. “I think there are 
some interesting arguments made on 
both sides, but it’s not one of those 
things you can really conclude. You 
just continue to study and ask ques- 
tions.” 

Evidence to be studied include lin- 
guistics and ideology. Jalentski said 
he agrees with Stela 5 expert Garth 
Norman that religious topics are de- 
picted on the stone. 

Ray I. Matheny, Ph.D., a 
Mesoamerican expert and BYU pro- 
fessor of anthropology, said there is 
no connection at all between the Book 
of Mormon and Stela 5. 

The original Stela 5 is located in the 
ancient city of Izapa. The stone was 
discovered by a Smithsonian/Na- 
tional Geographic Society expedition.

Michael Hill, superintendent of 
Timpanogos Cave National Monu- 
ment, said the climbing community 
has changed since the 1970s. “It use to 
be that everything was picked up and 
taken off the mountain. Now the 
game is to stay on the cliff a long time 
and practice gymnastic climbing,” 
Hill said. 

Hill said the local climbers are sen- 
sitive to what could happen if over- 
bolting occurs. “Regulars in the 
canyon are very concerned and sensi- 
tive to what is at stake if it (bolting) 
gets out of hand.” 

Speed said, “We have a model set 
up for the whole country as far as 
cooperation between climbers and the 
forest and park services is con- 
cerned.”

increase the safety of the sport, and it 
opens up routes that otherwise 
couldn’t be climbed. But he would 
rather not see bolting occur. 

“TI want to feel as though I was the 
first climber there ... do we want to 
turn the natural environment into a 
gymnasium?” Hansen said. 

Douglas Heinrich, a climber of 15 
years from Salt Lake City, said he 
grew up a traditional climber but now 
bolts. “Bolting has become more pop- 
ular because climbing standards have 
risen.” 

Bolting is not the problem, Hein- 
rich said. “The main problem is more 
people climbing and not enough de- 
fined rules. 

“Climbers set their own rules to 
follow, but it is a cavalier-type sport, 
and there is no jurisdiction yet,” he 
said. 

Rules may be imposed this fall 
when the National Park Service holds 
a conference for representatives of all 
national parks, said Dave Pugh, su- 
perintendent of City of Rocks Na- 
tional Monument and Hagerman F'os- 
sil Beds National Monument. 

“I would be surprised if they ban 
bolting, but they won’t look the other 
way. There will be some closer evalu- 
ation,” Pugh said. 

There are no official rules on climb- 
ing at City of Rocks, Pugh said.

Although the IOC tries to spread 
the Olympics out, such is not always 
the case, Wagge said.
